The above statement shows the number of 
persons of foreign birth, living in the United 
States in 1850, to be 2,210,839, and that the 
whole number of arrivals for a period of 30 
years, prior to that date, to be 2.308,767. As 
it is by no means probable that only 97,528 
deaths had occurred in this number in the 
meantime, there must, consequently, be some 
error, either in the census or in the records of 
the arrivals. It is altogether probable that the 
error is to be looked for in the census, as it is 
scarcely possible that there should be any con- 
siderable error in the number of passengers ar- 
riving, as the captain of each vessel is, by law, 
required to furnish a list of passengers, all 
of whom of foreign birth are subject to a capi- 
tation fee.
